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BRIEF SUMMARY: 

A requirement exists for the establishment of a circuit between 
the ASA and State Department, for the exchange of highly classified 
information of mutual interest. 

A survey of possible cryptographic devices for the proposed circuit 
indicates that either Converter M-228, Modified (SKHUAD) or SIGTOT 
equipment v/ould me4t security requirements. 

Para 50a, AR 380 - 5 , specifies that the custodian of War Department 
cryptographic material must be a commissioned officer. In the case of 
the State Department this requirement can not be fulfilled. It ms re- 
cpmijended that an expection to AR 3^0-5 be granted and that ASA be 
authorized to issue SIGHUAD and associated cryptographic material to 
a civilian custodian at the Department of State.
